GENERAL  COMMENTS 


The  applicant  proposes  the  establishment  and  licensing  of  a two  acre 
motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  300  feet  north  of  the  centerline  of  Highway  10A 
on  the  east  end  of  Anaconda.  Access  to  the  site  is  provided  by  a county  road 
leading  north  to  the  city-county  landfill.  The  site  is  currently  screened 
from  public  view  by  an  eight  foot  tall  corrugated  metal  fence  placed  on  all 
four  sides  of  the  facility.  One  exception  is  a gate  on  the  west  fence  which 
is  soon  to  be  screened.  The  applicant  proposes  to  trim  the  tops  of  exces- 
sively high  fence  posts  and  to  trim  or  level  the  top  of  the  metal  fence 
to  improve  its  appearance.  Additionally,  since  the  north  and  east  fences 
are  constructed  with  used  metal,  the  applicant  plans  to  paint  the  fencing 
as  weather  permits.  Following  these  final  improvements  and  the  addition 
of  the  west  gate,  the  facility  will  be  in  compliance  with  the  screening 
requirements  of  Rule  16.14.202  ARM  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Dis- 
posal law. 

The  facility  is  primarily  established  as  a recycling  center  for  various 
categories  of  recyclable  materials.  Included  in  these  categories  will  be 
junked  vehicles  and  used  or  component  parts  and  materials.  Dealing  in  these 
commodities  as  defined  by  Section  75-10-501(5)  MCA  1979  requires  a motor 
vehicle  wrecking  facility  license.  Recycling  wastes  in  general  and  metals 
in  particular  can  result  in  considerable  energy  savings  over  that  utilized 
to  create  metals  from  virgin  material  sources. 

The  successful  operation  of  a recycling  center/motor  vehicle  wrecking 
facility  should  have  some  minor  but  positive  impacts  on  such  criteria  as 
employment,  personal  and  community  income  opportunities  and  local  govern- 
ment tax  base  and  revenue. 

A minor  amount  of  government  time  will  be  required  for  routine  in- 
spections of  the  facility  by  state  and  local  junk  vehicle  program  officials 
to  assure  that  it  is  being  maintained  and  operated  in  compliance  with  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  rule. 

The  establishment  and  proper  operation  of  a motor  vehicle  wrecking 
facility  at  this  proposed  location  does  not  violate  any  local  zoning  ordi- 
nance or  regulations  as  certified  on  the  application  by  the  local  planning 
office . 
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
